FBI Takes 
Agents Out 
Of College 


NEW YORK— The FBI has 
ordered 15 agents to drop 
out of the John Jay College 
of Criminal Justice because 
of criticism of the bureau 
by a professor, college Presi- 
dent Donald H. Riddle said. 

Riddle termed the action 
“terribly sad” He said he 
was Informed by FBI offi- 
cials in New York that the 
decision to remove the 
agents was ma'de personally 
toy FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. 

“They said they were not 
trying to force me to fire 
the professor, but they Just 
wanted me to know Mr. 
Hoover’s feelings,” said Rid- 
dle. "I told them the profes- 
sor was staying.” 

FBI spokesmen in New 
York and Washington de- 
clined to comment. 

The professor, Dr. Abra- 
ham S. Biumberg, said he 
made his criticism of the 
FBI last July when students 
in a class on law and society 
began discussing “the old 
critical chestnuts” of the 
FBI. 

“I said something about 
the cult of personality, and 
that Mr. Hoover had been 
in power too long," said 
Biumberg. 

The John Jay School, a 
branch of City University, 
has 5,000 students, 600 of 
them at the graduate level. 
Most are New York police- 
men attending college on 
their own time.
